In  those  cases  where  it  is  clearly  shown  that 
the  employee  is  being  supported  by  a ; typewriter 
or  other  property  clearly  marked;  "U.S Gov!’ t" 
an  additional  90  days  to  clear  the' property, 
during  which  employee  will  be;  carried  on  the;, 
rolls,  may  be  granted#  The  follov/ing  procedure

If,  after  several,  hours,  it  is  n'^te  d that . a.' 
worker  has  not  moved .or  changed  his  position,^ 
the  supervisor  will,  investigate,  in.  an  .apologe*- 
tic  manner,  of  course,  because-  of  the  highly 
sensitive,  nature  of  employees  and  close  resem- 
blance between  death  and  their  natural  working
